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Valley  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Health  of  your  District  during  the  year  193^^. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid  year  estimates 
the  population  of  this  District  has  shown  virtually  no  appreciable 
variation  (an  increase  of  only  80  persons)  upon  1953.  The  Rateable 
value  has  shown  an  increase  of  only  £35  in  this  last  twelve  months 
and  the  number  of  Rateable  premises  has  risen  by  30.  As  was 
suggested  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report.,  although  an  increase  in 
Birth  Rate  had  been  maintained  yearly  since  1950,  yet,  that  rate 
of  increase  was  then  showing  signs  of  slowing  down  appreciably  - 
the  respective  yearly  corrected  figures  were  auoted  as  1950  (18.6); 
1951  (21.4);  1952  (19.9)  and  1953  (20.6).  During  1954  this 

Birth  Rate  has,  for  the  first  time,  shown  evidence  of  retrogression 
producing  a corrected  Rate  of  18.4,  but  even  so,  this  figiu?e  is 
greater  than  that  produced  by  England  & Wales  as-a  whole  (15.2) 
or  by  the  whole  of  the  County  of  Anglesey  (15.9). 

The  Stillbirth  Rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  has 
increased  very  slightly  from  0.3  to  0,41  which  also  represents 
the  County’s  figure.  The  respective  figure  for  England  & Wales 
is  0.36,  The  Corrected  Death  Rate  has  shown  an  appreciable 
diminution  in  1954  upon  1953  after  an  increase  of  1953  upon  1952, 
The  respective  figures  are  1952  (12.4);  1953  (17.1)  and  1954 

(15.4). 

Of  the  actual  causes  of  Death  there  have  not  been 
any  major  variations  of  significant  environmental  importance. 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  has  accounted  for  four  deaths  as  compared 
with  the  2 for  the  earlier  year.  Of  Notifiable  Diseases,  there 
have  not  been  any  occurrences  that  could  be  termed  epidemics, 
apart  from  54  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  occurring  within  the 
confines  of  a Military  Service  establishment  and  which  did  not 
spread  over  into  the  surrounding  civilian  population.  There  was 
a single  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  which  had  been  contracted 
outside  of  the  County  and  which  did  not  spread  to  any  contacts. 

There  were  six  notifications  of  tuberculosis  of  which 
one  was  of  the  non-re spiratory  type.  During  1953>  there  had 
been  10  respiratory  occurrences.,  one  non-re  spiratory  and  one 
combined  respiratory  and  non-re spiratory. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  appointment  of  on 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  dictated  by  various  factors, 
including  - Meat  Inspection  at  the  permitted  seven  slaughter- 
houseshouses,  - the  need  for  increasing  Ice  Cream  sampling,  - 
detailed  Housing  Surveying  and  increasing  time  consuming  attention 
to  pre-existing  routine  housing  problems. 

No  court  Order  Application  was  mode  under  the  odious 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  of  1948,  although, 
one  cose  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  for  possible 
action,  but  fortunately,  the  Council  decided  to  send  a private 
deputation  of  their  members  to  resolve  the  difficulty  “out  of 
Court"  - by  far  the  more  humane  and  potentially  satisfactory 
method  of  dealing  with  such  cases. 


Ther-0  has  been  o disappointing  response  to  the 
availability  of  mains  vjater  supplies  in  rural  orea>  no  doubt 
due  more  to  "tradition"  than  to  recognition  of  the  superiority 
of  the  purity  (and  therefore  safety)  over  shallov^-vjell  vjater 
which  if,  of  course > of  notorious  liability  to  spasmodic 
pollution.  On  the  other  hand,  danger  con  arise  where  the  arrival 
of  a mains  water  supply  is  not  in  parallel  with  the  coming 
into  operation  of  a public  sewerage  system  os  twin  services. 

This  public  health  risk,  resulting  from  the  lack  of  tandem 
public  services,  could  be  aggravated  by  over  increasing  holiday 
traffic,  it  being  well  realised  that  tovmspeoplo  ore  unthinlringly 
unsparing  in  water  usage.  The  more  water  is  used,  the  more  waste 
has  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  modern  concepts  of  dealing 
with  sewage  and  sullcge. 

Due  to  heavy  rainfall,  no  well  water  supplies  dried 
up,  otherwise  the  previously  referred  to  enlarging  tourist 
influx  might  have  been  difficult  to  deal  with.  Cf  34  water 
samples  from  private  wells,  18  wore  unsatisfactorily  reported 
upon  bacteriologically  (i.e.  53'%)  end  of  nine  public  wells  tested, 
five  wore  below  the  required  standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry. 

Out  of  a total  District  population  of  gust  over  12,000,  approx- 
imately only  4,400  wore  consuming  water  from  mains  supplies; 

however  of  course,  the  County  Water  Authority  are  progressing 
with  mains  laying  throughout  their  area  of  which  this  District 
forms  one  of  the  major  portions  (both  in  area  and  in  population). 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  residents  in  this  District  will  encourage 
further  mains  laying  by  the  only  real  practical  method  (i.e.  by 
showing  increasing  inclination  to  connect  their  properties  up 
to  water  mains  as  soon  as  they  become  available). 

Unf ortunately,  it  was  possible  to  commence  construct- 
ional work  on  ..only  one  Sewerage  Scheme  (that  at  Bodedern), 
although  six  other  schemes  are  in  various  stages  of  paper-work 
evolution. 

In  many  ways,  it  is  gratifying  to  learn  that,  although 
the  number  of  milk  retailers  has  decreased,  yet.  the  bulk  of 
bottled  milk  (pasteurised  and  tuberculin  tested;  has  increased, 
and  that,  therefore,  the  risk  to  the  District  from  milk  borne 
infectious  (including  Abortus  fever  and  Tuberculosis)  has  decreased. 
It  is  well  to  recollect  that  duro’ng  the  cur.rent  year,  there  was 
only  one  notification  of  tuberculosis  of  non-re spiratory  type 
(most  probably  milk  borne ) . 

Although  seven  slaughterhouses  were  permitted  to  operate 
in  view  of  the  needs  of  the  District,  and  in  view  of  the  lack  of 
satisfactory  centralisation  of  Slaughterhouse  facilities  within 
the  District  (or  within  the  County)  it  must  not  be  assumed  that 
these  seven  premises  represented  ideal  meat  producing  conditions. 

A locking  of  public  services,  alone,  in  varying  degrees,  precluded 
the  near  approach  to  such  ideal  conditions. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  all  Ice  Cream  sold  in 
this  District  is  now  prepacked,  for  of  course,  this  food  commodity, 
of  increasing  popularity  in  recent  years,  is  potentially  very 
dangerous  when  not  manufactured  under  the  proper  hygienic  conditions 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry,  or  only  spasmodically  correctly  made  up. 
There  has  been  an  even  further  increase  in  the  amount  of  ice  cream 
sampling  during  the  year  upon  the  two  previous  years s-  the 
relative  figures  are  1952(27);  1953  (45),  1954(65).  Whereas, 

during  1953  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  (at  Conway)  reported 
two  Grade  IV  specimens.  During  the  current  year  there  have  been 
neither  Grades  III  or  IV  ice  cream  samples  reported  upon.  It  is 


worthy  of  note  thct  the  Sonitory  Inspector  cocmnents 
fcvourcbly  on  the  amount  of  unsound  food  on  sole,  adding  that 
this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  was  attributable  to 
enhanced  handling  and  storage  (i.e.  a greater  sense  of 
responsibility  and  appreciation  on  the  port  of  food  shops). 

In  conclusion,  I should,  yet  again,  like  to  thank 
the  Chairman  and  Members  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk, 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
willing  cooperation  and  help.

Ttwo  applications  vfere  received  requesting  financial 
assistance  toTivards  the  burial  of  relatives,  both  being  refused 
as  neither  case  came  within  the  provisions  of  the  section. 

The  unidentified  body  of  a female  washed  ashore  at 
Aberffraw  was  buried  at  Holyhead  to  where  the  body  had  been 
removed  for  post  mortem  examination. 

V/ATER  oUPPLY 

On  the  30th  September,  195^>  the  District  Gouncil 
ceased  to  be  the  Water  Authority  for  the  area,  on  which  date 
the  82  Public  Wells,  the  Rhosneigr  Water  Works  and  the  Valley 
and  Pour  Mile  Bridge  mains  were  transferred  to  the  County  Council 
as  provided  for  by  the  Anglesey  County  Gouncil  (Water  etc.),  Act, 
19-^4. 

The  extension  of  the  County  Water  Scheme  continued  and 
main  laying  was  in  progress  in  the  Aberffraw,  Bodedorn,  Llanyng- 
henedl,  Llonf achraeth , Llanfwrog,  and  Llanddeusant  areas,  but 
water  supplies  did  not  become  available  daring  the  year. 

Where  main  supplies  are  available,  the  number  of  property  owners 
who  have  taken  advantage  of  such  facilities  is  still  disappointing. 

In  the  course  of  the  nine  months  January  to  September, 
repair  work  was  carried  out_to  wells,  pumps,  pipes  etc.,  on  57 
occasions,  and  as  many  as  23  pumps  were  damamged  during  one 
spell  of  severe  frost.  Owing  to  the  heavy  rainfall  throughout 
the  year,  there  was  no  failure  in  the  well  water  supplies,  and 
the  quality  of  the  water  was  fairly  satisfactory.  Two  wells 
were  Improved  and  provided  with  pumps,  and  the  quality  of  the 
water  in  each  was  exceptionally  good.  Notices  were  served  upon 
the  owners  of  six  private  wells  to  execute  improvements  to 
safeguard  the  supplies. 

Thirty  four  samples  of  water  were  collected  from 
private  wells,  and  submitted  to  the  Pub].ic  Health  Laboratory 
at  Conway  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  following  results 
were  obtained s-

Fifty-three  per  cent  of  the  samples  proved  to  bo 
unsatisfactory  for  consumption  in  the  raw  state,  and  the  ovmers 
of  the  wells  were  informed  and  advised  on  the  necessary  improve- 
ments required  to  secure  bettor  results. 

Ton  samples  of  water  were  collect  eel  from  water  oournen  for 
various  reasons  and  all  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  for  domestic 
and  agricultural  purposes.  Nine  samples  were  collected  from 
various  public  wells,  and  the  follwing  results  were  obtained s-

^ Precautionary  measures  were  taken  with  the  wells 

where  the  unsatisfactory  samples  were  collected. 

At  Rhosneigr,  four  samples  of  the  treated  water 
were  collected  during  the  summer  months  and  forwarded  for 
bacteriological  examination,  three  of  which  proved  to  be 
highly  satisfactory,  Class  1,  Ministry  of  Health  Glassification, 
and  one  in  Class  3.  This  latter  sample  was  collected  during 
August  when  the  seasonal  taste  §nd  odour  were  most  prominent, 
and  the  raw  water  did  not  readily  yield  to  the  treatment 
available . 

The  plant  was  completely  overhauled,  many  new  parts 
provided  where  necessary  and  the  frost  damaged  pipes  replaced, 

A burst  in  the  main  near  the  station  was  repaired ^ the  fault 
being  probably  due  to  some  chemical  action  from  the  sub-soil 
on  the  external  surface  of  the  spun  iron  pipes » as  this  area 
is  subject  to  tidal  flooding  at  periods  of  high  tides.  No 
other  maintenance  work  was  required  on  the  mains  apart  from 
adjustments  to  a few  hydrants  and  sluice  valves. 

No  maintenance  or  repair  work  was  required  on  the 
section  of  mains  in  the  Valley  and  Four  Mile  Bridge  Areas. 

New  water  service  pipes  were  provided  for  three 
additional  houses  in  Ehosneigr  and  four  in  Valley.,  Also, 
fifteen  service  pipes  to  premises  at  l-fiiosneigr,  found  to  be 
defective,  were  renewed.  Twenty  seven  notices  were  served 
on  property  owners  to  repair  defective  internal  services  to 
prevent  wastage.  Most  of  these  defects  wore  the  result  of  the 
snap  frost  which  occurred  early  in  the  year. 

As  the  County  Council  are  now  the  Y/ater  Authority 
for  the  whole  county,  it  is  difficult  to  prepare  an  accurate 
return  of  the  numbers  of  dwelling  houses  and  x^opulation  supplied 
by  water  from  public  mains,  but  the  following  may  be  considered 
reasonably  accurate  on  the  31st  of  December,  195''^? -

2?esidonts,  whereas  peak  summer  figures  may  be  threefold. 

Two  private  water  supply  schemes  to  servo  remote 
agricultural  premises  have  been  approved, 

SS^YERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

The  construction  of  the  sewerq^eia'hd sewage  di.sposal 
works  to  servo  the  village  of  Bodedern  were  commenced,  othei^;jisG 
there  is  no  groat  progress  to  report  on  the  remaining  six  schemes 
contemplated,  two  of  which  are  Joint  schemes  with  adjoining 
authorities. 

The  Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay  Schemes  continue  to 
operate  satisfactorily,  though  during  the  exceptionally  wet 
period  at  the  end  of  the  summer  there  were  signs  of  overloading 
the  sewers.  At  Rhosneigr,  where  the  entire  system  is  operated 
by  gravitation,  there  was  very  little  maintenance  work  required, 
apart  from  repairing  the  concrete  surround  on  the  sea  outfall  which 
had  been  damaged  by  severe  gales, 
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The  Pumping  units  at  Trearddur  Bay  were  overhauled  with  some 
replacements  but  no  repair  work  was  necessary  to  the  sewers  or 
sea  QVttfall, 

The  Bodffordd  system  continues  to  be  operated  by  the 
County  Council  as  agents,  and  41  houses  have  been  connected 
to  the  sewers,  A small  gravitation  system  has  been  constructed 
to  serve  the  Pen  y Groes  Estate  at  Llanddeusant . Some  attention 
and  maintenance  work  was  necessary  to  the  drainage  systems  of 
four  unsewered  villages. 

Pollowing  informal  action,  the  owners  of  12  houses 
have  provided  new  or  improved  drainage  systems  to  serve  the 
properties  concerned,  three  of  which  wore  connected  to 
available  sewers,  and  the  remainder  to  septic  tan.ks. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Borne Stic  House  Refuse 

This  service  is  well  maintained  and  has  been  extended 
to  additional  areas  and  new  houses  on  the  Council’s  Estates, 
which  have  been  completed  during  the  year.  It  has  not  been 
possible  to  give  a more  frequent  service  in  areas  subject 
to  fortnightly  or  three  weekly  collections,  as  the  two  vehicles 
available  are  fully  employed  on  existing  arrangements.  On 
account  of  its  long  service,  and  consequent  wear  and  tear,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  replace  one  vehicle  at  an  early  date. 

Two  tips  are  operated,  which  are  not  strictly 
controlled,  and  they  are  both  situated  in  remote  places. 

Regular  quarterly  treatments  are  made  to  control  rat  infestations. 

Night  Soil 

This  service  has  been  similarly  extended  and  the  work 
done  by  the  same  two  vehicles  mentioned  under  the  previous 
paragraph . 

Apart  from  the  period  of  the  influenza  epidemic ^ there 
was  very  little  illness  amongst  the  employees  engaged  on  these 
two  services,  and  they  were  all  supplied  with  new  protective 
clothing. 

Street  Cleansing 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  to  the  existing 
services  operated  at  Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay,  as  arranged 
with  the  County  Council. 

Beaches 

The  work  of  cleansing  beaches  during  the  holiday 
secoson  has  increased  greatly,  and  though  additi.onal  litter 
baskets  ore  provided  it  is  regretted  that  the  public  do  not 
readily  co-operate  in  this  matter. 

Public  Conveniences 

The  Rhosneigr  and  Trearddur  Bay  conveniences  are  well 
maintained,  though  some  repair  work  was  necessary  following 
interference  with  the  door  locks  and  other  fittings. 

Nuisances . 

Seventy-two  cases  of  nuisances  were  investigated, 
which  necessitated  155  inspections.  The  classification  of  the

Shops 

A total  of  125  shops  were  being  operated  in  the 
area  at  the  end  of  the  year, one  less  than  the  previous  year, 
end  101  are  connected  with  thv.  distribution  of  food.  There 
a3?e  only  14  shops  in  which  assistants  arc  employed  from  out- 
side sources,  the  remainder  being  operated  by  the  owners  and 
their  families. 


As  m|icorial3  and  modern  shop  fittings  are  more 
plentiful,  co-'niderable  progress  has  been  made  to  improve 
premises  and  render  them  more  hygienic.  ^ho  extension  of 
water  services  to  some  village  has  also  contributed  towards 
gro ater  c le  anline  ss .

Camping  Sites  and  Caravans 

The  six  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area  provided 
accommodation  for  122  caravans,  and  in  two  cases  the  pemitted 
number  was  exceeded  for  a short  time  during  the  peak  period  of 
the  holiday  season,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  on  all  sites 
were  reasonably  satisfactory. 

Licences  were  also  granted  to  9 individual  caravan 
owners,  who  applied  to  station  the  vehicles  on  remote  sites. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  fifty  eight  unlicensed  sites 
were  used  by  caravan  owners,  for  loss  than  the  statutory  periods 
permitted  by  the  Planning  and  Public  Health  Acts.  This  was  an 
increase  of  seven  sites  on  the  previous  yearns  number,  and  in  two 
cases  only  was  it  necessary  to  issue  preliminary  notices  to 
provide  bettor  sanitary  arrangements.

There  was  a further  inprovement  in  the  number  of 
houses  completed  during  the  year  on  the  various  estates 
owned  by  the  Council,  and  water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes  continue  to  be  the  greater  difficulties.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  the  Council  were  the  owners  of  18  housing  estates 
varying  from  2 to  4?  houses  in  number,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  work  was  in  progress  on  b2  additional  houses  spread 
over  three  sites.

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Council  own  a block  of 
three  flats  at  Rhosneigr,  temporary  accommodation  consisting 
of  9 housing  units  converted  from  the  former  W.L.A,  Hostel  at 
Valley,  and  there  were  also  ten  occupied  units  at  Mona  Camp, 
Gwalchmai  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  18  new  houses  were  completed  by  private 
builders  making  a total  of  55  since  1946»  with  an  additional 
14  in  course  of  erection,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
32  Council  houses  under  construction.  There  has  also  been 
considerable  house  building  activity  in  the  two  service  camps 
within  the  area.  At  Ty  Croes  there  are  32  occupied  dwellings, 
24  being  of  the  traditional  type  and  8 of  the  non-traditional 
type,  whereas  at  Valley,  apart  from  the  84  occupied  traditional 
type  houses  another  40  are  in  course  of  erection. 

Of  the  eighteen  housing  estates  owned  by  the  Council, 
seven  are  already  provided  with  main  water  supply,  the  house 
drains  of  five  connected  to  public  sowers  and  a small  disposal 
works  serves  one  other  estate.  Minor  repairs  have  been  carried 
out  on  all  estates,  and  the  56  houses  on  the  Bron  y Graig  and 
Maes  y Mynydd  Estates  hove  been  pointed  externally. 

Following  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Sanitary 
Inspector,  who  commenced  duties  on  the  1st  of  September,  1954, 
a detailed  housing  survey  has  been  commenced,  and  before  the  end 
of  the  year  218  houses  had  been  inspected  and  all  record  cards 
written  up.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  with  this  survey  until 
the  whole  area  has  been  covered. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  27  houses  were  insepcted 
from  time  to  time,  end  the  following  conditions  were  found 
and  action  token.  One  house  was  demolished,  five  closed, 
eleven  rendered  fit  following  informal  action,  and  one  remedied 
after  service  of  formol  notice.  In  oddition,  five  others  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation  owing  to  sanitary  defects, 
three  were  dangerous  and  one  overcrowded.  The  action  token 
in  respect  of  this  lotter  group  will  be  included  in  the  1955 
report. 

Twenty  four  opplicotions  for  an  lDprovent*nt  Gxrnt 
were  received,  six  of  which  were  refused,  three  deferred  for 
further  investigation,  ond  fifteen  approved,  making  o total 
of  26  since  the  commencement  of  the  Act.  ;3even  grants  vjere 
paid  during  the  year  on  the  satisfactory  completion  of  the 
severol  works,  bringing  the  total  up  to  12  in  number  with  a 
value  of  £2, 8 32. 10. Od 

Two  advances  were  mads  to  enable  the  applicants  to 
build  new  houses,  and  one  to  acquire  an  existing  house  and 
execute  repairs  making  a total  of  17  in  all. 


Milk 


IJ^PjiCTION  AND  SUPIBVISION  OF  FOOD 


Phile  the  production  of  milk  for  the  wholesale  market  conti- 
nues to  increase  steadily,  the  number  of  retailers  is  decreas- 
j.ig,  iuO  "5; Xa. and  are  v^eil  oci'eree  Oj 

and  all  milk  is  now  delivered  in  sealed  bottles.  A few 
consumers  complained  about  small  glass  fragments  being  found 
in  the  milk,  and  the  retailers  in  such  cases  were  approached 
and  readily  co-operated  in  eliminating  all  chipped  bottles. 


Two  premises  in  the  area  are  registered  as  Dairies 
and  the  occupiers  as  Distributors,  while  three  traders  were 
licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Pasteurised 
and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations  19^9  snd  1950. 


Meat. 

There  were  no  Ministry  of  Pood  Slaughterhouses  in 
the  area,  but  as  the  control  of  slaughtering  of  food  animals 
and  distribution  of  meat  by  the  Ministry  ceased  early  in  July, 
all  the  butchers  resident  in  the  ares  wore  invited  to  attend  a 
conference  to  discuss  the  question  of  meat  supplies  when 
rationing  was  terminated. 

Consequently,  seven  applications  were  received  from 
the  owners  of  seven  pre-war  slaughterhouses  for  permission 
to  reopen  and  operate  their  premises  and  after  being  suitably 
adapted  as  far  as  local  services  would  permit,  licences  were 
issued  for  the  seven  premises  concerned.  These  seven  slaughter- 
houses wore-  used  by  ten  of  the  local  butchers,  the  remainder 
either  purchased  supplies  wholesale  or  slaughtered  in  the 
public  slaughterhouses  situated  at  Holyhead  and  Llangefni. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  wore  14  retail  butchers 
in  the  area,  two  less  then  the  previous  year,  and  as  three  of  the 
butchers  operated  two  shops,  the  total  meat  shops  numbered  1?. 
Traders  from  other  districts  also  deliver  meat  to  consumers  in 
the  orea , 


Several  of  the  butchers  shops  has  been  improved  and 
ere  well  equipped  with  hygienic  oppliances,  cold  storage  being 
ovailnblo  in  12,  and  absence  of  electricity  supply  accounts  for 
this  deficiency  in  the  remainder.  Six  butcher's  premises  ore 
registered  for  the  manufacture  of  moat  products. 
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Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  t^^enty 
licences  were  granted  to  slaughtermen,  this  being  an  increase 
over  previous .years,  as  during  the  control  period  many  butchers 
had  allowed  their  licences  to  lapse  and  were,  therefore,  obliged 
to  apply  anew. 

During  the  period  1st  of  January  to  July  3rd,  there 
were  no  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouses  in  the  area  and, 
therefore,  the  direction  given  in  Circular  42/51  could  not  be 
compiled  with.  However,  during  that  period  some  relief  wor!^ 
was  carried  out  at  the  Holyhead  Slaughterhouses  and  Port 
Lariages,  when  necessary,  and  records  of  those  occasions  will 
be  included  in  the  returns  prepared  by  Officers  of  the  Holyhead 
Urban  District  Gounci. 

From  the  5th  of  July  onwards,  strict  supervision  of 
the  slaughterhouses  and  slaughtering  was  aimed  at,  but  a 100^ 
inspection  of  carcases  was  not  achieved.  This  failure  is  due  to 
the  scattered  positions  of  the  seven  slaughterhouses,  slaughtering 
taking  place  on  various  days  and  times  and  no  notice  being 
received  of  the  irregular  times  of  slaughtering,  apart  from 
pressure  of  other  duties.  The  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  during  the  period  amounted  to  2,524  whereas  2,053 
caracases  were  inspected  which  is  equal  to  81.33%>  the  main 
deficiency  being  with  sheep  and  lamb  carcases  as  shown  in  the 
following  table  2-

Pood  shops  have  already  been  dealt  v/ith  earlier  in 
the  report  but  further  progress  may  be  reported  in  the  system  of 
food  preparation  and  distribution  from  shops  and  vehicles , proper 
wrapping  being  the  greater  deficiency.  There  are  no  food  stalls 
in  the  area. 

The  number  of  Catering  Establishments,  School  Canteens > 
Pish  Pryers  etc.,  remain  stable  and  the  advent  of  piped  water 
supplies  has  facilitated  improvements  in  a few. 

Bakehouses 

The  twelve  bakehouses  continue  to  produce  bread  and 
confectionery  for  sale  by  retail  and  wholesale,  six  of  which 
are  operated  by  the  owners  themselves  and  the  remainder  by 
employees.  A considerable  amount  of  these  commodities  are 
delivered  to  shops  and  direct  to  consumers  by  traders  from  out- 
side the  area. 

Pour  informal  notices  were  served  upon  owners  to 
execute  minor  repairs  or  maintenance  work. 

There  are  no  manufacturers  in  the  area  but  two 
additional  premises  have  been  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of 
ice  cream  making  a total  of  29,  all  sales  being  prepacked  picducts 
as  delivered  by  the  suppliers.  The  appliances  in  all  premises 
are  of  the  required  standard. 

In  accordance  with  the  standing  arrangements,  the 
County  Food  and  Drugs  Officer  has  acted  as  samplJ.ng  officer  during 
the  summer  months,  when  a total  of  65  samples  were  collected  and 
delivered  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  a methylene  blue 
test.

Unsound  Food 

The  amount  of  unsound  food  dealt  with  was  very  low 
and  this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  can  be  attributed  to  better 
handling  and  storage.  T?ie  following  foodstuffs  were  voluntarily 
surrendered  in  ten  establishments  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  were  destroyed  in  accordance  with  the  usual  practice
